Commission has reported and conferences 
are called preparatory to revising the con- 
stitution. 

Then, no doubt, plenty will be heard on 
the subject. Meantime a stand-pat attitude 
is preferable; for any decision made now 
by the Privy Council might be effective 
only until the revision of the B. N. A. Act 
1s completed. 

When the disallowance question has 
been threshed out in the revision con- 
ferences, it should be submitted to the 
voters if the majority of provincial repre- 
sentatives desire a change. If the Domin- 
ion is to be chopped up into sovereign 
states, that should only be done with the 
direct approval of the electors, declared 
through a plebiscite. If the majority of the 
provinces do not desire such change, there 
would be no occasion to trouble the voters 
for a direct expression of their opinion. 


The Budget 


Mr. Danding’s address on the budget 
will not rank with those few creative ut- 
terances that have shaped the financial 
history of Canada. He apparently coveted 
no such distinction. For the most part. the 
finance minister adhered closely to the de- 
tails of his financial statement, avoiding 
excursions of theory as carefully as he 
shunned any new experiments in financial 
reform. Perhaps that is why the most 
spectacular feature of the budget con- 
cerned something Mr. Dinning did not do. 
He did not increase any taxes. To have 
been able to submit such an encouraging 
review of the nation’s estate, despite years 
of continued anxiety and stress, aneg the 
most eloquent tribute to his vigilant sup- 
ervision of Canada’s finances. 


Mr. Dunning and Reform 


But Mr. Dunning was so eager to be 
known as a “sound” that 
he somewhat overplayed the part. He used 
the language of satire in lavish measure 
when dealing with the urgent need of 
monetary reform. The accent of scorn 
sounded through passages, ridiculing pro- 
posals for currency changes as the ad- 
vocacy of “hoary fallacies”. It is really too

bad, for his conduct refutes his own 
precepts. 
Mr. Dunning is not a “sound money” 


man, even though he talks very much like 
one. That fossil theory of money which 
has plagued Canada for almost a decade 
is composed of a re for limited 
credits, high interest levies, and a willing- 
ness to pile up debts. Its trained exponents, 
like Mr. Arthur Meighen more trut 
than tact admit that they we welcome 
as a blessing constant increases in the in- 
terest rate. Dr. Dunning is guilty of no 
such gibberish, 

Unlike the Conservative leader of the 
Senate, the finance minister knows the toll

It is the story of the 
carrying out of an easy money policy de- 
manded by the public good. It is a story 
of efficient administration characterized 
by a full mastery by the management of 
the Bank of Canada of complicated mon- 
etary technique and by a thorough grasp 
of sound objectives for the Canadian peo- 
ple as a whole. 

“Some apparently think that it has 
not been pushed fast and far enough; 
there are others who fear the reverse 
may be the case. These latter, in my 
opinion, are too much bound down by 
what they regard as orthodox tradition, 
and too little conscious of the pressures 
which had been crushing so many im- 
portant parts of our economy. The super- 
expansionists, on the other hand, are too 
little aware of the complicated forces 
with which we are dealing, too inclined to 
oversimplify the problem, too blind to the 
probable repetition of the évils of such a 
hectic inflationary boom as has caused 
much of the misery from which we have 
been suffering since 1929. In this, as in so 
many other cases, wisdom is likely to be 
found in the middle course.” 

Quite true. The criticism of Mr. Dun- 
ning is that in his budget he scemed to 
veer rather sharply towards the right.

After China, What? 


Germany has annexed Austria From the 
Baltic to the Adriatic they now cry in frenzied 
passion “Heil, Hitler!” What next! U Duce is 


now the head of an empire and he dreams visions 
of the glory of ancient Rome. Spain will soon 
be a complete Fascist state. All that is lacking 
now is a Japanese victory in China. That would 
be the signal for real action by the dictators. 
Fortunately, China by her own determined 
efforts has prevented the fulfilment of that aim 
so far, Far from being crushed and beaten, 
China's spirit burns more luminously than ever. 
Her will to win remains as strong as it ever was 
and she will maintain the resistance and make 
any further sacrifice required of her. In return 
China asks, and the democracies must give her, 
every assistance to continue the struggle until 
victory has been achieved. The defeat of China 
is the surest way to put the clock back fifty years 
and to ensure the visitation on humanity of the 
greatest horrors it has endured since the dawn of 
time.—Hong Kong Press. 


British Overseas Dying Out? 
While the birth rates of Britain and her Dom- 
inions have fallen all round in the last half-gen- 
eration, it is notable that South Africa and Cane 
ada are more fertile than the almost purely Bri- 
tish Dominions of Australia and New Zealand. 
It is the French-Canadians and the Boers, who 
prevent a greater fall in the rates of Canada and 
South Africa. Thus, while the birth rate of On- 
tario (1936) is as low as 16.9, that of Quebec is 
24.3. Soon the British population of Canada will 
fall below the non-British population. We have 
only to examine the birth rates of Australia and 
New Zealand to realize that the small peoples 
of both these Dominions are dying out, their 
reproduction rates being far below replacement 
rate. They must either attract white immigrants 
or perish as white nations, But if they draw 
from the Mother Country, they will quicken her 
decline. In Canada and South Africa the failure 
of British fertility will soon have serious results 
from a British point of view. In the Union a 
handful of whites is associated with nearly 
6,600,000 natives and 1,000,000 other colored peo- 
ble and Asiatics. The Boers (many of whom 
have German blood) are maintaining their fer- 
, While the British, as elsewhere, are in vir- 
tual decline. Europe has 533,200,000 people and 
many nations, but the ten most populous nations 
Russia, Germany, Britain, Italy, France, Po- 
land, Spain, Roumania, Czechoslovakia, and 
Yugoslavia—account for 447,400,000 of them. Of 
these ten populous European nations, six have 
birth rates above replacement rate; Germany has 
made a fine recovery, and three nations—Britain, 
France and Czechos!ovakia—are in serious de- 
cline.—-Sir Leo Chiozza Money, in The Nine- 
teenth Century (London). 


Heartening Railway “Message 


It was a heartening and healthy statement 
that President S. J. Hungerford of the Canadian

Railway Committee in Ottawa a few days ago. 


Mr. Hungerford declared his belief that pub- 
lic service must come before private profit. He

The word epilepsy comes from the Greek 
meaning seizure, and the term usually refers 
to falling fits which may be called seizures or 
convulsions, There are three principal forms of 
the disease, The most severe type is Grand Mal 
and during the seizures the patient may fall to 
the floor, the muscles jerking wildly, with froth- 
ing at the mouth and unconsciousness. The aver- 
age length of time one of these seizures will con- 
tinue is ten minutes. 

The second type of epilepsy is much milde’ 
and is called Petit Mal, This usually consists of 
a temporary loss of consciousness without con- 
vulsions. The patient may stare straight ahead 
of him for a few seconds, forget what he is doing, 
or drop whatever he has in his hands. 

The third type of epilepsy is called Nocturnal 
epilepsy, and all of the seizures occur at night. 
A patient may have such attacks for years before 
he discovers from his bitten tongue and blood- 
stained pillow that he has them. Occasionally a 
patient is found who will have a mixture of 
several types of epilepsy. 

Most cases develop before the age of 15 in 
boys and 16 in girls. Comparatively few cases 
develop in later years, and if you have escaped 
epilepsy up to the age of 30, you will probably 
never develop this disorder. There is one ex- 
ception to this and that is the type of epilepsy 
following injury to the head. Experts are point- 
ing out that, as a result of the frequent auto- 
mobile accidents which bring about severe head 
injuries, we may expect more of these cases 
coming on in later life. 

Generally the sufferer from epilepsy has no 
way of telling when he will have another seiz- 
ure, although in most cases, théy occur at fairly 
regular intervals. The fits may occur only a few 
times in many years, or they may return twice 
a month or oftener. Many men of genius, such 
as Napoleon and Caesar, are said to have been 
epileptics. 

Many people become greatly alarmed on 
observing one in epileptic convulsions, but it is 
well to realize that very little treatment may be 
given for a falling fit of the Grand Mal type. 
Simply see that the patient is comfortable, that 
he is given breathing space, and place some soft 
objects between the teeth to prevent biting of 
the tongue or inner cheeks. A clean handker- 
chief is usually the most convenient object and 
it is necessary to use case in inserting it, to avoid 
injury to gums. The bystander does not need to 
try to stop the seizure, as it will stop of itself, 
and there is nothing the layman can do to arouse 
the patient quickly. After the attack, the patient 
should be allowed to sleep if he desires to do so, 

Many people neglect treatment of epilepsy 
because of the mistaken idea that it does not 
yield to treatment, This is the wrong attitude, as 
a certain proportion of these patients may be 
greatly helped. I have known of many re- 
coveries, even in severe cases, when the patient 
secured corrective treatment. 

With the exception of those cases due to 
accident or disease of the brain, most cases are 
due to a definite toxemia from intestinal putre- 
faction. The only important cause of epilepsy I 
have ever found is this poisoning from the in- 
testines, For many years I have seen case after 
case recover following the use of eliminative 
measures Such as fasting, dieting, the enema, and 
manipulative treatment given to the intestines.

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: C. H. L. inquires: “Why ig it I 
am so susceptible to headaches? I get them 
mostly when I am out in the sun or if I go toa 
movie. When having a headache I feel sick at 
my stomach, But if I rest for an hour all symp- 
toms disappear. Had the eyes examined and 
they are all right.” 

ANSWER: The symptoms al! suggest that the 
headaches are due to eyestrain, but inasmuch as 
the eyes are in good condition, it is possible they 
are the result of auto-intoxication, constipation, 
billiousness, or a digestive disturbance. Without 
examining you, it is difficult to say what is the 
cause in your case. I would suggest that if they 
continue, you secure a complete physical exam- 
ination to find the cause of both the headache 
and the nausea. 

QUESTION: “Constant Reader” asks: “Will 
you please give me a complete home treatment 
which will positively cure hemorrhoids without 
operation? They are very troublesome.” 

ANSWER: The general treatment I advise for 
hemorrhoids is outlined in my article along this 
line. As the treatment suggestions are too long 
to be printed here, I suggest you send for the

Firms in the London wholesale 
textile trade, however, provide | 
meals for their workers and deduct 
for them from their wages. This is 
permitted if the employee signs a 
consenting contract, specifying the 
amount, 

The practice of providing meals 
is common but that little matter 
of the written contract seems to | 
have been forgotten in a number | 
of cases —as one firm discovered | 
to its cost when an employee sued 
to recover the whole of the deduct- 
joris made during a long period of 
years and was awarded $1935 

The firm thus suddenly found 
itself liable to its remaining em- 
ployees for a very large sum in the 
aggregate. It therefore at once 
posted notices discharging all hands 
but offering re-engagement on con- 
dition that contracts authorizing 
the deductions for meals were 
signed and undertakings were given 
that no attempt would be made to 
recover past deductions. 

Sixty men refused to sign and 
lost their jobs, Other firms have | 
taken similar action and the men’s | 
union is interesting itself in the 
matter, The outcome is awaited 
with interest.

A Day in Canadian History

The article under this heading on 
June 10 told of the raid into the 
Niagara district by the “Patriot 
Army” under Morrow.

Canada if banks could perform the miracle of “creating” 
the means of payment out of nothing. 


It is easy to confuse these 


two things: 


(a) The business of commercial banking, and 
(b) Control of a nation’s monetary system. 
Commercial banking has to do with the safe-keeping and 


lending of money an 


credit. 


Control of a monetary system is a matter of national, 


governmental policy. 


Chartered banks finance production and commerce. 


Movretary policy in any country is a matter for the 
national government itself, either directly, or through a 


central bank. 


The Dominion Parliament established Canada’s central 
bank in 1934 — the Bank of Canada. Its purpose was de- 
clared by Parliament in the very first paragraph of the Act 


of Incorporation, as follows: 


“To regulate credit and currency in the best interests of 
the economic life of the nation, to control and protect the 
external value of the national monetary unit and to miti-

It is for governments alone 
to determine a nation’s mone- 
tary policy. Differing conditions 
of debt and trade may make 
what is wise for one country 
unwise for another, 

Printing “tickets” — as cur- 
rency has been called in some 
sections — entirely out of step 
with production would make 
everything you buy cost you 
more. A Canadian woman living 
in Germany during that coun- 
try’s inflation in 1923 had to 
pay 65,000,000 marks for an 
overcoat, and later 1,000,000,- 
000 marks for a postage stamp! 

The business of commercial 
banking is something to be con- 
sidered by itself, apart from 
central banking. 

A commercial bank takes de- 
posits. There are two kinds of 
them. For convenience, call 
them “savings” and “current”. 
Say you are a workman, or @ 
farmer, After you've paid your 
living costs out of your wage, 
or out of the proceeds of your 
crop, you have some dollars 
left over. Because you do not 
want to spend them at once you 
deposit them in a savings ace 
count. 

That is a savings deposit. 

As distinguished from this is 
the “current” account, Say you 
are a merchant. You have ex- 
penses to meet day by day and 
therefore always carry a bal- 
ance in an account against 
which you issue cheques for 
your businces needs. 

That is a current account, 

Let us say you have $100 in 
that account and you need 
$1,000 to meet some bills, You 
borrow it from the bavk, 

You give the menage your 
note and he places $1,000 to 
youscredit as a deposit in your 


current account. Immediately 
your balance goes up to $1,100 
—$1,000 of it being derived 
directly from a loan, 

It is unlike a savings deposit 
in this respect: You intend to 
spend it at once. You imme- 

ately issue cheques against it. 
You rowed the money for 
business 6, prepared to 
pay interest because trans- 
action was a profitable one to 
yom Soon most of the thousand 

a6 been paid out. 

For most of the rest of the 
term of the loan your deposit is 
at its lowest. Then, before your 
note is due, you gather money 
to repay. Up goes your deposit 
to its peak again, 

Then you repay. Your deposit 
abruptly drops back to say your 
original $100—plus the profit 
you have made, by the use of 
the borrowed money. 

No matter whether bank de- 
posits are savings or current, 
your bank must keep on hand 
cash reserves adequate to meet 
any demands from day to day. 

When its loans are increased, 
not only is more cash paid out— 
as was the case with your $1,000 
Joan; but your bank’s cash re- 
serves also become lower in 
proportion to total deposits. 

A bois louse not unduly ex- 
pand its in, ‘ations, for 
then its cash will fall below the 
proportion which experience has 
shown to be nece to meet 
the day-to-day demands of de- 
positors, This very fact serves 
as an automatic check against 
excessive lending. 

Your bank cannot know just 
when you will walk in to with- 
draw your deposit—but it must 
be ready to pay you, in full, in 
cash, when you do turn up.
